Beef Slaughter 
Quotas Raised 


-, By 10 Per Cent 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — With 


the aim of getting more beef on 
^, American tables, the government 
^' today raised July cattle slaughter 


quotas 10 per cent above those for 
June. It cut hog quotas about 10 
per cent. 


The quotas are the number of 


animals meat packers arc allowed 
to kill. They are based on esti- 
mated marketings and are design- 
ed to insure fair distribution of 


£ meat. 


The Office of Price Stabilization 


• "*v told slaughterers they could kill 


in July, 90 per cent of the live 
weight of cattle they killed in June 
last year. This compares with 80 
per cent lor civilian consumption 
during the present month of June. 


OPS officials have expressed be- 


lief that marketing will be normal 
next months They said that with 


• the higher quota there should be 


a larger supply of beef on sale 
throughout the country.

In addition to the 90 per cent 


quota for cattle kill, federally-in- 
apected slaughterers may increase 
their quotas up to 15 per cent to 
fill contracts for deliveries of beef 
to tha armed forces.

The usual peace and dignity 


of the Dixon city council van- 
ished last night in a rough 
and tumble verbal battle over 
the annual appropriations or- 
dinance for running the city 
during the coming year. 


Street Commissioner J. E. 


Vaile with some support from 
C. L. Ballard stormed the 
ramparts of economy of gov- 
ernment defended by Mayor 
William V. Slothower and Fi- 
nance Commissioner Carl 
Plowman with Commissioner 
George Lindquist in reserve. 


After all the wordage, the coun- 


cil voted three to two to place 
the' ordinance on file for public 
Inspection before voting -on its 
passage. Ballard and Vaile refus- 
ed even to approve filing of the 
ordinance. 


Will Fight Program 


The ordinance covers the fiscal 


year which began April 17. Be- 
fore the argument was over last 
night all commissioners had their 
say. Vaile stated, "I can't see my 
way clear to accept this appropria- 
,ion and will fight this horse and 
'uggy 
program 
of 
financing 


.hrough the next four years." He 
added that the ordinance leaves 
his street department $35,000 short 
of needed expenditures. 


The appropriation ordinance has 


a total of $387,713.18 divided as 
'ollows: Public affairs, $51,480; 
'inance, $17,525; public health and 
safety, $91,540; streets, $69,298.18; 
public property, $30,860, and spe- 
cial levies, $127,000. 


He's "Nosey" 


While the main topic of the bat- 


tle was the appropriation of suffi- 
cient funds to run the city, Vaile 
occasionally took off on tangents, 
once accusing Slothower of inter- 
'ering with the work of commis- 
sioners. "You've got your nose in 
all departments," Vaile charged. 


Slothower retaliated by claim- 


ng he is ex-officio supervisor of 
all departments and has a right 
to make suggestions.

references were made to "how 
hings were done under the former 
mayor." 


Not Enough—Vailo 


Commissioner Vaile charged that 


under the appropriation all the 
street department money will be 
spent "in three or four months." 
He added, "I believe this city

U. S. Cost of 
Living, Index 
At New High 


WASHINGTON, 
(AP) — The 


government's cost of living index 
today edged to a new record high. 
The rise means 1,200,000 railroad 
workers are entitled under their 
contract to a one-cent hourly wage 
increase July 1. 


The index of the Bureau of 


Labor Statistics rose to 185.4 per 
cent of the 1935-39 average. This 
level was reached on 'both- the bu- 
reau's new and old type indexes. 


The figure is for May 15. 
A month earlier, on April 15, 


the index stood at 184.5 on the old 
basis and 18-l'.6 on the new. 


The bureau has a new Index, 


taking into' account changing buy- 
ing habits, but also continues to 
figure its "old index" because 
m-any labor contracts have "esca- 
lator" clauses based on the old in- 
dex. 


These arc clauses calling for "a 


wage rise to compensate for rises 
n the cost of living. The railroad 
contract is a case in point.

Good Fertilizer 
Methods Key to 
Higher Yields 
Soil Expert Shows 
Results at County 
Crop Testing Plot

With proper fertilization 


methods, Lee county farmers 
can increase their crop yields 
per acre 100 per cent. 


This was illustrated by Dr. 


A. L. Lang, director of Illi- 
nois soil testing, at the Lee 
county testing grounds in a 
conducted tour Tuesday aft- 
ernoon. 


More than 60 area farmers 


and visitors from Wisconsin, 
Tennessee, 
Virginia, North 


Carolina and South Carolina 
saw the results of grain fer- 
tilization on crops as com- 
pared with manure fertiliza- 
tion and no fertilization. 


The testing grounds, which are 


located ,on Alt. Rt. 30 west of 
Dixon, were established in 1910 
by a group of county farmers. 
They heeded the urging by the 
late Dr. C. G. Hopkins, head of 
the agronomy department of the 
University of Illinois, that such a 
field was necessary. 


Legume* 1'ractiral 


Dr. Lang illustrated that grain 


fertilization through the use of

group* which visited the Univer- 
sity of Illlnolft 'noil tenting plot 
near Dixon yentarday nee Pago 6. 


legumes was the most practical 
method of assuring 
yields In this area. 


Lang said 
that 


large crop 


there 
isn't 


enough phosphate, lime and ni- 
trogen manufactured in 'the Uni- 
ted States to do the job of fer- 
tilizing Illinois fields properly let 
alone those over the rest of the 
nation. Therefore, the best solu- 
tion is to fertilize the legumes 
which will in turn fertilize the 
fields. 


Only Supplementary 


Last year, Lang said, more 


than- 500,000 tons . of phosphate 
alone were used in Illinois. How- 
ever, he said this was only sup- 
plementary to the organic fertili- 
zation by legumes. 


According to the tests made at 


the soil proving grounds, it isn't 
necessary to "grain-fertilize" a 
plot every year. Once in three 
years should insure better yields. 


Lang stressed that manure fer- 


tilization was good because the 
manure had the proper chemical 
balance. 


The proper chemical balance for 


good fertilization, according to 
Lang, Is eight pounds of nitro- 
gen and five pounds of potassium 
to one pound of phosphorus for 
each aero. 


He said that meager use of mix- 


•d 
fertilizer 
may 
raise 
crop 


yields, but will harm the soil 
against even larger future yields. 


One of the reasons that legumc- 


;;rain-fcrtilization is advocated for 
.his area, Lang .stated, is due to 
he fact that the moisture Is 
jsually less than in other areas.

fication of Malik's suggestions was 
expected by, the end of this week." 


Secretary of State Acheson said 


the United States had not learned 
the intentions behind the Malik 
proposal, "but we hope today will 
bring further light." 


Malik. Soviet delegate to the 


United Nations, proposed Saturday 
that the belligerents in Korea open 
talks about a cease-fire coupled 
with mutual withdrawal of forces 
from the 38th parallel. 


UN Secretary General Trygva 


Lie returned to New York from 
Norway reiterating he is "always 
hopeful." 


Informal talks were taking plac* 


among United Nations delegate* 
here, in Washington and in other 
world capitals on the Soviet pro- 
posal. But in effect the states- 
men were just talking to them- 
selves until Russia was .ready to 
explain further the cease-fire pro- 
posal.

SPRINGFIELD, (AP) — A bill 


to allow colectlon of the Illinois 
tax on cigarcta Imported into the 
state headed today toward Oov. 
Stevenson's desk. 


The house yesterday completed 


legislative approval of the meas- 
ure, which is expected to swell 
Illinois revenues by $3,500,000.

War Will Be Winner in Many 


Ways If Peace Conies Soon 


The words Soviet delegate Jacob A. Malik tacked onto 


the end of his United Nations broadcast caught the western 
world by almost as much surprise as the headlines from 
Korea did on another hot June Sunday, just a year ago. 


The words had been long-awaited, for there had been 


whisperings for some time that Russia was considering peace 
overtures for the strange see-saw conflict back and forth 
across the 38th parallel. 


But nobody was sure how serious the whisperings were. 


And in the immediate aftermath of Malik's suggestion for 
"Discussions between the belligerents," there was still a 
measure of doubt about the seriousness of the Soviet pro- 
posal. 
* 
* 
* 


The reactions were swift, but tinged with wariness. Unit- 


ed Nations Secretary General Trygve Lie immediately called 
for cease-fire negotiations. Nearly every nation had some 
comment within the first 36 hours—except Red China. The 
Peiping radio, airing its standard menu of anti-U. S. propa- 
ganda, said, "No matter how brutal the American aggressors, 
we shall defeat them. . . ."

In Washington, Secretary of State Dean Acheson studied 


the Malik speech and then decided not to amend his official 
statement, marking the Korean war anniversary, that "Korea 
has exposed the falsity of Communist peace propaganda. 
They talk of peace and plan for war." 


The more skeptical are inclined to stand on that thought, 


too, for Malik mentioned his cease-fire proposal only after a 
long tirade that was virtually a summary of all the Russian 
propaganda poured out in recent months. 


If it is mere propaganda, then Stalin must be grinning 


broadley, for Malik's speech raised the hopes of a lot of ten- 
sion-weary people. If nothing happens to the proposal, many 
of them will be wrongly convinced that it was the West which 
didn't want to talk peace.*

But if Russia is serious, there is a strong possibility that 


the West will have won a good deal in Korea. 


The war which Russia has aided, but in which she care- 


fully side-stepped any active role, is building up western de- 
fenses. And Russia now has other tensions, notably in the 
Near East, witii which to occupy herself. 


The bjg victory in a cease-fire truce, followed by nego- 


tiations, as Trygve Lie urges, "In the competent organs of 
the United Nations," would be new strength for the idea of 
the UN as an agency of peace. 


It could mean, as Gen. Matthew Ridgway said on the 


annix'crsary of the invasion of South Korea, that "History 
may some day record that the crest of the Communist wave 
of cold-blooded aggression was broken against the arms and 
will to fight of-the United Nations battle team in Korea."

The Doctor Says: 


If You Are Losing Hair, 
Get Your Doctor's Advice

"Will you discuss." writes Mrs, 
I. B., "the growth of hair, and 
ome causes of non-growth? Our 
mall granddaughter is 3 years 
Id and scarcely has any hair. I 
am really worried." 


In a case like this one would 
ike to know what is meant by 
he little girl having "scarcely any 
lair" since some people expect 
ttle girls to have long, beautiful, 
urly hair and anything short of 
tils is a disappointment. 
All this brings up.the question 
f loss of hair in general—a mat- 
er that bother thousands of peo- 
)le — men in particular — and 
auses the expenditure of millions 


>f dollars given to those who 
iromise to grow hair wheret none 
prouted before. When discussing 
he latter I am always reminded 
if a highly-educated friend of 
mine who some years ago first 
lOticed thinning of his wavy hair. 


He came home one day with the 


hair singed under the impression 
hat this would keep the vital 
uices from running out; the only 
rouble is the hair is not hollow 
and so no juices can run out. 


To come back to the main point, 


oss of hair, whether on the scalp 
or elsewhere, may come from 
many different causes. Far and 
away the most common variety is 
laldness in men which may come 
at almost any age but is most 
common in the middle and late 
years. To a great extent this runs 
n families—apparently Inherited 
through the mother—though other 


constitutional factors and such 
things as dandruff may speed the 
process. 


BALDNESS FROM DISEASE 


The hair quite often falls out 


after some of the Infectious dis- 
eases such as scarlet fever, influ- 
enza, or pneumonia. This is usual- 
ly rather sudden and the hair al- 
most 
invariably 
grows 
back, 


though sometimes with a different 
texture and even color. Just for 
the record, falling hair can come 
also from poisoning with thallium 
salts and from absence of thyroid 
secretion. These are rare possi- 
bilities. There is also a fairly com- 
mon condition of unknown cause 
called alopecia areata in which 
the hair falls out in spots. 


One might say that there arc 


three kinds of loss of hair: that 
in which an infection or toxin has 
brought it about and in which 
the hair will regrow; that in 
which some other cause exists 
which should be treated (like 
thyroid 
deficiency 
or alopecia 


areata); and ordinary baldness. 
For the latter there is no known 
way 
accepted by medicine of 


growing good hair^ where there 
was none before 'although the 
speed of loss can sometimes be 
delayed.

The majority opinion, written 


by Chief Justice Vinson, repudi- 
ates a previous judgment of the 
same whimsical court written in 
he first Harry 
Bridges case. 


That vicious writ was done at a 
:ime when it was politically styl- 
sh and socially chic in the guady 
stews of Washington to propound 
aa law the cynical paradox. 
It 


leld that Bridges was not neces- 
sarily guilty of aiding and abet- 
ting the Communist conspiracy 
against this nation merely be- 
cause he had cooperated with the 
traitor? up to a point short of 
their goal of success. 
The fact 


:hat they co-operated with him 
vas beside the point. The court 
held that if Bridges pretended to 
act in the interests of his subjects 
n the Longshoremen's Union of 
the C. I. O., he could, without 
guilt, accept the help of the Com- 
munists in their criminal con- 
spiracy to overthrow the govern- 
ment. This was disgraceful soph- 
stry, of course, but typical of the 
morality of the regime which the 
court represents. 


Cooperation, in the very mean- 


ing of the "word, is mutual and the 
mutuality, Indeed the Integrity, of 
the efforts of Bridges and the 
Communist party have since been 
admitted In the second decision of 
the same case, which has now 


condemned him to deportation as 
a Communist. Being adjudged a 
Communist by the same court 
which, on the same facts, previ- 
ously held that he was no such 
thing, Bridges now becomes, an 
enemy of this nation and is or- 
dered out. 


Affirming the obvious correct- 


ness of the conviction of the in- 
famous 11 traitors who were tried 
in New York, the court now hol^J 
that the phrase "clear and pres- 
ent danger" does not forbid the 
government to act in its own de- 
fense to prevent the success of the 
conspiracy. How often have cops, 
acting1 on confidential underworld 
tips, stepped in to prevent the 
commission of armed robberies? 
What court would hold the con- 
spirators innocent because timely 
action had thwarted them? Such 
timely action does not dissolve t>j 
criminal conspiracy nor is the 
guilt of the conspirators dimin- 
ished. 


Plainly, every member of the 


Communist party Is equally guilty 
and the fumbling, timid, inching 
conduct of the Department of Jus- 
tice in prosecuting1 the leaders of 
the plot in little batches only in- 
dicts the regime of which it is an 
heir. That regime knew as well 
as the Supreme court knows t*-, 
day that Soviet Russia was && 
avowed enemy and that all Com- 
munists were conspirators. Every 
party to cooperation with the 
Communist party beginning with 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, who par- 
doned Earl Browder In the Inter- 
ests of "unity," was guilty of 
traffic with the enemy. The "vi- 
olent" intent of the enemy never 
was In the slightest doubt and the 
guilty eleven and the new batch 
of defendants are merely mo^ 
prominent but no more guilty 
than all the other members. 


Jacoby on Canasta 


Melding Extras May Cost You 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


"Why do you say that it prac- 


tically never pays to add a card to 
a completed canasta?" asks a Mil- 
waukee reader. "If you have more 
cards than the opponents, you can 
well afford to gather in the extra 
points from melding your extra 
cards. Why hold on to them and 
get caught with them at the end?" 


I don't really advise holding on 


so long that you are bound to get 
stuck with your extra cards. How- 
ever, if you had a choice between 
automatically melding extra cards 
and automatically holding them up 
—I would advise you to hold them 
up. 


After all, how much can it cost 


you to hold up such a card? Sup- 
pose it would count ten points in 
your favor If nvelded, but 
ten 


points against you if unmelded. 
The difference is 20 points. If you 
have ten such cards, your caution 
has cost you only 200 points. This 


a mere bagatelle. 
Now *see what can happen if 


you are unwise enough to meld 
your extra cards just to get the 
credit for them. Let's take a typi- 
cal situation in which an experi- 
enced player (not a foolish begin- 
ner) might make thjs mistake. 


Suppose our veteran has about 


ten cards, while everybody else 
has only four or five cards. His 
cards include a couple of black 
threes and two or three other safe 
cards. He decides to add two aces 
and two kings to canastas of those 
ranks. Then he discard* a black 
three. " 


The opponents make one or two 


safe discards, and then one of them 
freezes. The hand la fairly well 
advanced, and each player has a 
short hand. They expect to discard 
safely until the stock has run out 
—and they are likely to succeed. 


The melding of those four ex- 


tra cards has cost our veteran the 
killing that he could have scored. 
He will still win a moderate vic- 
tory on the hand, but he might 
have given the enemy an unmerci- 
ful drubbing if he hadn't been in 
such a hurry. 


Suppose he had kept the ten 


card* in hi* hand. The opponents, 


with four or five cards each, would 
not dare freeze against a ten-ca(J 
hand. They were almost sure to 
freeze against a six-card hand. A 
player who ties himself up and 
puts the axe into his enemy's hand 
has nobody but himself to blame 
if the result is sharp and unpleas- • 
ant '

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Gov. Stevenson Vetoes Broyles Bill 


SPRINGFIELD—(AP)—Scratched by 'a veto, the Broyles-Young 


anti-Communist bill was dead today—barring a successful move to 
override Gov. Stevenson's disapproval. 


Few vetoes penned by an Illinois governor have been erased. 


Legislative leaders pVivately doubted that Senator Paul Broyles 
(R-Mt. Vernon), the bills' chief sponsor, could make good a promised 
attempt in this case. 


To verride requires 34 senate votes plus 102 in the house, where 


the measure received only 87 on passage. 


The legislation provided that per- 


sons convicted of a broad range of 
subversive acts could be imprison- 
ed up to 20 years'and fined a max- 
imum of $20,000. 


Respected Motive* 


In rejecting it yesterday, Steven- 


son said he respected the "motives 
and patriotism" of the bill's back- 
ers, and like them, viewed the 
Communist party as a "real and 
sinister" danger (to the republic. 


But he added: 


"We must not burn down the 


house to kill Uie rats." 


The bill is "wholly unnecessary" 


he said, and contains "more of 
danger to the liberties we seek to 
protect than of security for the 
republic." 


"It reverses our tradition con- 


cept of justice by placing upon the 
self innocent. 


"It makes felons of persons who 


may be guilty more of bad judg- 


accused'the burden of proving him- 
ment than of anything else. 


.Jeopardizes Freedom 


"It jeopardizes the freedom of 


sincere and honest citizens in an 
attempt to catch and punish sub- 
versives," the governor said. 


Under the bill, top penalties 


would be meted out for any act 
"intended to overthrow, destroy 
or assist in the overthrow" of the 
state or federal government by 
force or other unlawlful means. 


They also could be imposed for 


advocating or teaching the com- 
mission of such acts and destroy- 
ing records or hiding funds of 
subversive organizations. 


Joining or remaining a member 


of an organization known to be 
subversive after Jan. 1, 1952, could 


bring a five-year penitentiary sen- 
tence and a $5,000 fine. 


The governor said enforcement 


provisions were the "most object- 
ionable" features of the biU.

local prosecutors all

tion" received on suspected sub- 
versive persons in their areas.

Besides, he continued, no "real 


traitor" would hestiate to sign a 
loyalty oath. 


"Really dangerous subversives 


and saboteurs will be caught by 
careful, constant, professional in- 
vestigation, not 
by pieces of 


paper," he said. 


The FBI knows who these peo- 


ple are and can lay hand:; on 
them quickly, he said. 


The governor said state laws 


elsewhere along the lines of the 
Broyles-Young measure have not 
uncovered a single case of sub- 
versive disloyalty. 


Stevenson in his message an- 


ticipated adverse reaction to the 
veto, and It came promptly from 
Broyles. 


The Democratic chief executive 


mentioned Alger Hiss, 
former 


state department official who was 
convicted of perjury in denying 
he was a traitor. 


Stevenson gave a deposition at 


Hiss' trial. 


He said the veto "will be dis- 


torted and misunderstood, even as 
telling the tuth of what i knew 
about the reputation of Alger Hiss 
was distorted and misunderstood." 


Broyles issued a statement say- 


ing: 


"It seems evident now that he 


(Stevenson) insists upon'following 
the same sympathetic philosopy 
toward Communists that led him 
to'send a character deposition In 
behalf of Alger Hiss. 


Broyles said the governor used

Floyd Morris, vice president .of

Production is the answer in curb- 


ng inflation,. Ralph C. Rosecrans, 
chairman of the natonal affairs 
committee of the Rockford cham- 
ber of commerce told the audience. 


Production the Answer 


Rosqcrans said production is 


what made this country great and 
the reason for this is that pro- 
duction was handled through the 
regular channels of supply and de- 
mand, hampered only by reason- 
able government restrictions. 


He was supported by Francis 


Spence, secretary of the Rockford 
chamber of commerce, and Charles 
Shuman, president of the IAA. 


Shuman and Spence both claim- 


ed that freedom was the basic 
ssue in the matter of price con- 
trols. Shuman maintained that 
price and wage controls was the 
:irst step down the long road to 
socialism and communism. 


Near Communism 


Shuman said that such controls 


form the basis for socialistic gov- 
ernments 
in 
the 
Scandinavian 


countries and in England. He main- 
tained that these 
governments 


were but a step away from com- 
munism. 


"Production is geared to the 


work of the slowest man in these 
countries," Shuman said. He said 
the reason for this is that there 
is no incentive to produce such as 
there is in the United States. 


Spence said that a survey sent 


out by the Rockford chamber of 
commerce to educators, laborers, 
businessmen, professional men and 
manufacturers showed that the 
sentiment in and around Rockford 
was nine to one against controls. 


Can Buy More Today 


With a set of charts to prove his 


point, Spence maintained that 
person can buy more with the re- 
sults of one hour's work today 
than he could in 1939. 


All speakers said that controls 


were not in the interest of the con- 
sumer in that they force prices up 
rather than to allow them to seek 
their natural level. 


Blasts Brannan 


Shuman threw in a blast at the 


Brannan plan in his contention 
that controls are a step in the road 
towards socialism and communism. 
He claimed that the Brannan plan 
is copied from socialistic planning 
in Sweden. 


"Whether they realize it or not, 


Charlie Brannan 
(secretary 
of 


agriculture) 
and Oscar Ewlng 


(federal security 
administrator) 


are leading us right down the trail 
of socialism," Shuman stated. 


A seven-point program was ad- 


vocated by the IAA and the Rock- 
ford chamber of commerce to stem 
the tide of Inflation.

Salt Spray Found 
Guard for Sailors 
From Atom Dust 


CHARLESTON, S. C., (AP) — 


The navy has found that a salt 
water spray system is one way of 
protecting ships and men from 
atomic explosion dust particles. 


The spray system was tested 


here recently, the navy announc- 
ed yestrday and found effective. 
The tests were part of four years' 
research in radiological contamin- 
ation. They are expected to give 
valuable information for use in de- 
signing a full protective system.

When Jack Waddell took 


over as pro at Oregon Golf 
club this spring he found a 
course that brought back 
memories of his native Scot- 
land. 


For the beautiful Oregon 


golf course, nestled on the 
slopes along the Rock river, 
has a sandy soil much like 
that found on the famous 
seaside links from which 
Waddell embarked as a 
"young man'.' in 1914. 


This Oregon course is a fine 


nine-hole layout, a gem among 
golf courses. Its members and all 
of Oregon are 
understandably 


proud of it. 


4 Men Start Work 


Like most courses supported by 


relatively small communities, this 
Oregon club has had its ups and 
downs. It was late in 1025 that 
four Oregon men, C. G. Gilbert, 
J. F. Reed, J. F. Putnam and Dr. 
H. H. Sheets, decided Oregon need- 
ed a. golf course. 


Less than two years later, on 


Aug. 9, 1927, the course was offi- 
cially dedicated with a match 
featuring Jock Hutchinson, Laurie 
Ayton, Bill Gordon and Bert Mon- 
tresser. Opie Read, the famous 
author, delivered the dedicatory 
address. 


In the days between, th» four 


Oregon men worked hard to raise 
180,000 by selling 35 life member- 
ships at $1,000 each and 150 regu- 


, Ur memberships at $100 each. 


COUMO Christened 


The course was christened Rock 


River Golf club and remained un- 
der that name until financial dis- 
tress forced a reorganization of 
the club in 1941. At that time new 
•lock was sold and the club won 
renamed Oregon Golf club. Willard 
Burright, the club's first president 
after the shakeup, was the main- 
spring behind the reorganization.

Oregon course again started on the 
upswing for it is perhaps the most 
beautiful and potentially the best 
test of golfing skill of any course 
in the Dixon area. 


C. D. Wagstaff, who has since 


become famous as a golf course 
architect with real imagination, 
laid out the Oregon course. It is 
interesting to note that Wagstaff 
also was selected recently to design 
the new 18-hole University of Illi- 
nois course. 


Terrain Ideal 


At Oregon, Wagstaff found a 


terrain made for nothing but a 
golf course. On it "he built a fine 
layout. Take the second hole, for 
Instance. This is a -155-yard, par 5 
hole with a dogleg «o the right. 
Woods line both sides of the fair- 
way where most good drives should 
fall. A wandering drive is certain 
to end up in the forest. 


Then there is the .r)35-yard third 


hole, another par 5, of course 
About the last 135 yards of this 


distance is uphill—the green lies; 
at the top of the hill Again, you 
find trees lining the "bottleneck" 
area near the bottom of. this slope, 
waiting to catch second shots hit 
off the line.
